While female re- 
sidences at other universities boast liberal 
(nay, radical) visiting rights, our girls are 
standing at the tables when the Warden and 
her crew march out from supper. 

The resident students have attempted 
to get things changed. They've made some 
headway, perhaps, but they're hardly where 
they could be with effective Students' Coun- 
cil support. For example, the university is 
planning to build a new men's residence 
along the lines of Molson, McConnell and 
Gardner. Residents in these three halls have 
concrete recommendations for innovations 
which they would like to see in the new 
building.

Sir, 

Your latest foray into politic- 
al analysis leads one to suspect 
that Shakespeare was gifted 
with prescience about the Dai- 
ly's editorial policies when he 
wrote: "This like a tale told 
by an idiot, full of sound and 
fury signifying nothing." 

The editorial "attacking Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau must represent 
some sort of nadir in irrespon- 
sible negativism. Certainly, the 
Daily has the right and the duty 
to comment as it sees fit on 
issues of national interest, but 
readers arc entitled to expect 
some modicum of intelligence 
in such commentary. 

Let's examine the Trudeau 
editorial with that criterion in 
mind : 

It begins with the rather easy 
device of ridiculing Peter New- 
man's superficial comments on 
Trudeau rather than the sub- 
stance of the man himself. To- 
tally irrelevant. 

From this, we slide easily in- 
to the core of the attack. Mr. 
Trudeau, the Dally diagnoses, 
is a man without principle, a 
vendu. Along the way, we arc 
treated to such trenchant anal- 
ysis as : "... much of English 
Canada considers even Turner 
too much of a Québécois to be 
supported for the leadership 



Frankly, that's a new one. 
Mr. Turner's leadership diffi- 
culties, if any, will have little 
to do with alleged Infatuation 
with the French Canadian view- 
point; the man is /about as 
Québécois as John Roberts. 

"To Quebec he (Trudeau) is 
simply a vendu." To what seg- 
ment of Quebec? To the major- 
ity of the people in this pro- 
vince, or perhaps only to the 
hard core radicals who consider 
everyone other than Levesque, 
Bourgeault, Chartrand and their 
accompanying marginal priest- 
hood of paranoids as traitors? 
The enthusiastic reception giv- 
en Mr. Trudeau at the Quebec 
Liberal meeting here last week- 
end suggests either a strange 
affection for "vendus" on the 
part of delegates or a gross 
liberty with the truth on the 
part of the Dally. 

Then we come to quotes of 
Mr. Trudeau's past criticisms of 
the Liberal Party and his pre- 
vious support of the NDP. Is 
that really such a disgrace? 

The title of the editorial, 
"The Art of the Possible" ex- 
presses a fundamental truth 
about politics. Unlike, the Dally, 
Mr. Trudeau has learned that 
the way to achieve change la 
not to sit on the sidelines and 
howl about the status quo. In- 
stead of remaining virginally 
pure and- politically impotent, 
Mr. Trudeau has chosen to en- 
ter the channels of power and 
put some of his beliefs into 
practice. Even with the necess- 
ary compromises, some change 
is better than none. 

That brings us to the most 
important question : The Dally 
has rejected Trudeau — whom 
IS it supporting? Martin, Hcll- 
ycr, Sharp, perhaps John Tur- 
ner? Or Québécois Eric Kierans, 
who turfed the tally's own 
v

Golden Boy, Rene Levesque, 
out of the Liberal Party? Or is 
the Dally going to reject all the 
Liberals and endorse a Stan- 
field Conservative government? 

Surely It can't be content to 
wait for the NDP to emerge 
from the Never-Never-Land of 
Peter Pan politics? 

The hard political reality is 
that someone must become the 
new Prime Minister. Trudeau 
may not be the answer to 
everyone's prayers, but he docs 
appear to be the best of those 
available to fill present needs. 

To fling scorn — unintelligent 
scorn, at that — indiscriminate- 
ly at all alternatives is to give 
evidence of a painful intellect- 
ual aridity. 

Times of change call for con- 
structive thought, not facile ne- 
gativism. 

Or is the Daily so obsessed 
with the idea of an independent 
nation of Quebec under Mon- 
sieur Levesque that it is willing 
to consign the rest of Cana 
da to government-loss anarchy?

Secession: the killer

In the event of separation, English Canada as well as 
sovereign French Quebec would quickly disappear. 



This Is the prediction of 
Jean-Louis Gannon, member of 
the B and B Commission, and 
noted author and journalist. 

Speaking at the Hlllel noon- 
hour Forum, Gognon said, "In 
the issue of separatism, we 
have been forgetting the Amer- 
ican presence. Wc arc each of 
us already partially assimilated 
Into that culture. 

"Wc must protect our English 
and French minorities wherever 
they nrc because they arc part 
of the Canadian character. Wc 
must defend their rights or else 
wc will disappear as a distinct 
nation into the United States." 

Gagnon scotched the attitude 
of many English-speaking Ca- 
nadians of being Indifferent to 
Quebec's place in Confedera- 
tion. He said Canada must em- 
bark on a process of "bllingual- 
Ising" itself. 

"This does not mean that 
nnc lancuagc will be imposed 
on a citizen speaking another 
language. Through the institu- 
tion of bilingual districts, ed- 
ucation and federal and provin- 
cial business in both languages 
will be available to English and 
French minorities," he said. 

Gagnon said the first volume 
of the B and B report only 
scratched the surface of the Is- 
sue. "The subsequent volumes 



will deal with Industry, civil 
service organization, education 
and mass media. We could be 
in business forever if we want- 
ed to".
